Not for punishment, it we are wise, al- 
though this seems to have the end of 
pursuit hitherto; if, as Mr. Moran contends 
in hié great appea: in last Sunday’s Con- 
stitution, “there are more children of pen- 
alty than children of mercy in Atlanta to- 
day.” Penal measures are not what the 
five culprits under eight in our stockade 
today need, if they are to have 
the spirit to re-enter the field of noble ac- 
tion and strive after manliness and honor. 
The lash raises whelks outside, and only 
the devil within. The law's penal hand 
disables where it smites, and child felons 
can out of the stockade with chain- 
ed hands and feet as easily as they can 
rise from such rigorous mistreatment to 
righteous living. If waifse found in crime 
are ever to be recovered and made good cit- 
izens, this recovery will be due to mercy, 
and to this they will turn in after years, 
confessing, “Thy gentleness hath made me 
great.”’ 

Give Them a Reformatory. 

Rear this Bethesda for their relief, 
where, like the broken and diseased in 
our surgical institute and under its benefi- 
cent and skillful management, they may be 
morally helped. All is not lost because neg- 
lected, ignorant boys or girls fail at some 
point of character. There is enough in 
the materia medica of grace to heal any 
hurt. But it must thhave an opportunity 
for successful trial. These fallen, wounded 
children may be badly hurt, but with prop- 
er treatment, instead of the gangrene and 
death of chgingang empiricism, we shall 
see healthy granulation and recovery of 
honest living— 

But “it costs too much!’’ 

It costs more not to build it. Cost what 
it may, blood outweighs money, and high 
taxation is preferable to low morals. The 
neglect to provide rightly for our waifs 
and child felons adds to a people’s lNabili- 
ties and subtracts from their assets. It 
is crucifying the possible Christ in them, 
and turning the Barabbas loose. It de- 
stroys some future Edison, perhaps, and 
nurtures, instead, another Robespiere. 
Stockades and chaingangs graduate brutes. 
and anarchists out of little children and 
provide for their lawless levies upon your 
homes and life after the traning ends. 

“They ought not to have gone to the 
bad.’’ 

Quite true. But a pitiable condition 
confronts us. They have gone to the bad, 
and will continue going that way until 
they reach the worst, unless we help them. 
Self-help in chains and penal suffering is 
impossible. We must do it. And they are 
due that much by way of public compen- 
sation for the wrongs we have suffered 
them to feel. While heredity has much to 
do with their fallen condition, the toeler- 
ance of saloons and other evils made their 
ancestry tainted and transmitted to them 
a tendency to evil which the same causes 
now quicken and accelerate. Child fel- 
ons are the products of the saloon; and out 
of them, if they are to be longer toler- 
ated, should come the money to build re- 
formatories. Let them be made to undo 
Abeir dreadful work as far as possible. 
The hair of this dog should be pulled out 
to heal his bite. 

By whatever method, give them the re- 
formatory! There is hope for the depraved 
and fallen and vicious under its benign 
roof. And the angels that follow their 
soiled charges to its gracious precincts and 
brood over them there’ on outstretched 
wings of service will meet many of them 
coming forth some day on paths of virtu- 
ous and exalted living, and rise with them, 
after their honorable and useful careers 
on earth shall end, to the fellowship of 
the immortals. 

In the Church of Our Father. 

Rev. W. R. Cole, at the Church of Our 
Father, spoke of the necessity of caring 
for children whose education is neglected. 

A great factor in the education of the 
young ones is the example; another one, 
the environments. It is so important that 
children should have good examples set to 
them by their parents and those who have 
influence upon them that they should grow 
up in favorable environments. Wherever 
this is not the case the state government 
or city government snould step in and 
should see that those two factors should 
be improved, thtit they should be brought 
into good company, and under no circum- 
stances should they be drawn together 
with criminals. This is simply the duty of 
a commonwealth, city or state.

* T had a long talk with Judge Crisp Sat- 
urday after his speech in Rome. He feels 
that the democratic party in the country 
is in good condition. He feels that when 
the people see and understand what the 
present co hes done for their 
relief—though it be only the first 
step in the right direction—they 
will rally to the support of the party and 
continue it in power. He thinks the nomi- 
nation of Hill in New York may enable the 
democrats to hold their present congres- 
sional strength in the state of New York. 
In that event the democrats will control 
the next house of representatives by a 
good working majority. Judge Crisp, of 
course, knows that in the event the next 
house is democratic he will have no oppo- 
sition for speaker. He expresses the belief 
that it wil be democratic, and though his 
friends from all sections of the state are 
eager to urge him for the senate, Judge 
Crisp says plainly that the best place for 
him is to continue where he is for the pres- 
ent. And that is natural, for in reality the 
speaker of the house is next in power to the 
president of the United States. His power 
in legislation is far beyond that of the vice 
president, whose duties are largely to hold 
up the social end of an administration and 
await patiently for the death of the presi- 
dent. And naturally a man of Crisp’s ambi- 
tion and ability—a born leader of men— 
prefers the speakership of the house to a 
senatorship, though it be hard work, while 
being a senator means leisure and ease. 

Should the time come during his day that 
sectional feeling shall have been wiped out 
he may be chosen as the democratic leader 
for the highest office in the gift of the peo- 
ple. But that day has not yet come. 


The senatorial race is beginning to wax 
very warm. The candidates are making it 
very interesting for one another. As it 
stands at present Major Bacon is undoubt- 
edly far in the lead, and it is beginning to 
look very much like he may be the winner 
on the first ballot. However, as the legisia- 
ture is not yet elected that can be only sur- 
mise. None of us know how many popu- 
lists will be in the legislature, and it may 
be that their action will affect the result. 
They are counting on participating in the 
contest. That has been the custom in the 
past, as there have been few of them in the 
legislature, but it may be different this 
time. They may have twenty-five or more 
members. In that event it is the plain duty 
of the democrats to settle all contests for 


offices to be filled by the legislature in a™ 


democratic caucus. The populists should 
not be allowed to occupy positions where 
they can dicker with candidates for any- 
thing. They should not be a power in the 
election of president of the senate, speaker 
of the house, senator or judges and solici- 
tors general. 

As stated above, it looks like Bacon is far 
in the lead in the senatorial contest, but 
there are many who predict the election of 
some dark horse. Of this latter character 
of political animal the woods are full, but, 
as a matter of fact, dark horses are no 
more popular in Georgia today than they 
have been in the past. The people of Geor- 
gia usually select men who have the bold- 
ness and courage to ask for what they want 
and who are not afraid to face the chances 
of war. yiege 


In the congressional contests Georgia 
promises to return a Solid democratic dele- 
gation. Newt -Twitty is fighting Carter 
Tate hard in the ninth, and old Dr. Felton 
is shelling the wodédds against Judge Mad- 
dox up in the seventh, but it will be the 
same old story in these districts. :

His followers are already splitting 
away from him and Tom is making despe- 
rate efforts to arouse the negro, but he can- 
not do it again, and no one more than he 
realizes the nearness of his political judg- 
ment day.

JAILER LAMBERT RESIGNS. 


He Gives His Reasons—Will Leave To- 
day—His Successor Not Appointed. 
Mr. Peter A. Lambert, assistant jailer 

at the Fulton county jail, has resigned, the 

resignation to take effect today. The résig- 
nation was tendered to Sheriff’ Barnes 
about two weeks ago and has béen ac- 
cepted by that official, so yesterday was 

Mr. Lambert's last day as jailer. 

Mr. Lambert was geen by a Constitution 
reporter yesterday and was asked for his 
reasons for giving up the position: He 
said: 

“The only reason I have for resigning is 

that I do not think the position is at all a 

desirable one for a young man. A 


thought that I had better give it up. I don’t 
know yet what line-of business I will fol- 
low, not having made my mind up on that 
point. 
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through the Aips, have sailed down 
Rhine and dreamed away hour after hour 
amid the quiet of old cloisters and castles. 

But none of them, perhaps, can boast of 
half the trip that Banker Jake Haas looked 
back upon yesterday morning when he 
planted foot upon the planks of the union 
passenger depot, lifting himself down from 
the fast mail train of the Southern rail- 
way from the east. ' 

Thirty-four years ago Mr. Haas, a iad 
of sixteen, left his fatheriand and came 
to America. He came to plant. himself 
an American citizen and with firm determi- 
nation to build up his fortune in a way 
that was not offered at that time in his own 
country. 

There is a story about his career that 
reads like stories one reads in books, team- 
ing with interest and picturesque inci- 
dents. 

The night before he left Germany he 
and several schoolmates, none of them 
more than seventeen years old, gathered 
around a huge keg of beer in Mr. Haas’s 
father’s barn to talk about their future 
lives, what they were going to do, where 
they were going to live and what kind of 
men they were going to make. It was a sort 
of goodby feast in honor of their school 
fellow who was about to depart for Ameri- 
ca. A very simple feast, sure, but in those 
days Mr. Haas was anything but a banker 
and lived a simple life on the farm of his 
father in the old country. He knew a great 
deal more about raking hay than he did 
about clipping coupons in those bitter days 
of youth. : 

But it was a happy set of fellows out 
there in the barn in spite of all, and as 
they planned their future lives and built 
air castles they twitted young Haas a 
great deal about his intentions to come 
across the ocean and start his life ag a 
man on this side so far away from home. 
Over their mugs of beer they wished him 
all things good, however, and as school 
boys will do, wrote many tender little good- 
bys in his album—all in German language. 
He jestingly told them that he was coming 
over here and get immensely rich and with 
vast fortunes return to them and build a 
castle and have them all to live with him 
in a luxurious palace and all that sort of 
thing. Thus, the last evening was spent 4 
with his schoolmates, all of them building 
fine castles in the air and going to bed 
wondering if dreams_ever.come true. 

It wag a typical scene of German life— 
such as one would expect to find in German 
plays on the stage. 

One of the reasons that induced Mr. Haas 
to leave home at that time was that if he 
had stayed there he would have been 
forced to enter the German army for a 
term, according to the laws of the country, 
and he wanted to begin life without this 
delay. Thus, he came to America, seek- 
ing to be free of army service. 

It is easy to fancy how he felt when 
he landed in this country and found himself 
in a hot bed of civil strife. He came to 
Tennessee and hadn’t been here three 
months scarcely before he confronted the 
war between the states. He was prompt 
to enter the confederate service, however, 
and went through the entire service with- 
cut flinching. 

His brother, who came along afterwards, 
entered the union army and both of them 
were in service throughout the war. 
‘When the battle smoke cleared away 
Jacob Haas found himself in anything but 
the road to fortune, and his dreams that 
had seemed so beautiful to him that night 
in his father’s barn over his glasses of beer 
had all vanished like the smoke from his 
cigar, 

He hadn't a penny in the wide world 
and had to borrow a little mcney from 
Fis brother, who had been in the union

Atlanta, Ga. September 230, 18M.—Editer 
Constitution—It has been my desire to con- 
duct my campaign before the people on «a 
plane of merit and not a plan of card- 
writing or’ unnecessary personalities. 

I had been led to believe that Mr. Inman 
agreed with me on the enbject, and was 
surprised to read the ili-timed and ill-tem- 
pered fling published this morning by Mr.

Among the local men who will compete 
gnay be mentioned ““‘Demon Willie’ Bolles, 
Spear, Calvin 
Holmés, F. G. Byrd, Dr. J. W. Hood, H. 
G. Reynolds, John 8S. Hook, John Queen, 
W. A. Reynolds, Gus Castle and Roxie 
Callaway. Of these men Bolles, Spear, Post, 
Byrd and Holmes will all have a number 
of backers, as each is a splendid rider. It 
would be hard, indeed, to pick the best man 
among them.

tives is past. We have been trifling with’ 


our Own political salvation. We must give 
up. Yes, desert father. brother and friend 
_to follow the cause of the south. No. 


question of such magnitude as the pending’ 


money issue has ever confronted us. It 
is that there shall be an increase of cur- 
rency sufficient to maintain the constantly 
increasing commerce and population and 
that the power of the east to 
coptpol the currency at will shall 
be roken. The task is herculean. 
Forty “illion dollars massed in one col- 
umm and moving with the single purpose 
to conquer and hold the country in subjec- 
tion; that bribes when argument fails; that 
transmutes our friends into traitors and its 
foes into friends, is the most formidable 
power on the earth. But a united south and 
west, reSolved to have justice, can over- 
throw it. 

5. We must know the views of our legisla- 
tors as well as of our congressmen. We are 
too lax in selecting legislators: too indif- 
ferent to their choice of men for senators. 
Whether they be personal friends or foes, 
we should not consider for one moment, if 
they will obey the mandates of the people 
they represent on the financial issue and 
vote for United States senators who in 
word and act, feeling and views, are truly 
southern. The greatest curse a @egisiature 
can inflict upon us is a weak, wobbling, 
wordy senator, who talks like a hero for 
the south and votes like a traitor for the 
east. For such curses the voters are re- 
sponsible. We should not vote for legisla- 
tors who will vote for such mén. If we 
should be compelled to make such a choice, 
it is better—far better—to vote for men 
not of our party who are with us on the 
financial question, than to elect men who, 
professing .to be democrats, are the secret 
allies of Wall street. 


gfe © We must fot’ “give sleep td our eyes 


mor slumber to our eyelids.’’ Agitation 
should be our motto. We have learned from 
our engmy the effective power of agi- 
tation. It was the battle cry of the abolition- 
ists; by it they grew from a despised few 
to a conquering army. Let our “breath be 
agitation,” The cause of silver, which is the 
cause of the south, has grown in popular 
favor more than any other within four 
years past: Discussion has advanged it 
until a large majority of southern voters 
advocate the inmmediate restoration of sil- 
ver to its status in 1873. 

I come now to the conclusion to which 
all I have said ih the preceding communica- 
tions is but inducement. I have written 
from the standpoint of one intensely south- 
ern in sentiment and feeling. I desire noth- 
ing so much as to see the south, disenthrall- 
ed and regenerated, occupying again her 
proud.and influential station in this union. 
The question is, how can she regain it? The 
answer is by financial independence. And 
how is that to be retained? It can be 
achieved in but one way, and that is by 
harmony and union. 

I have endeavored to show how the south 
for a hundred years has been traduced and 
persecuted; how envy and malice have pur- 
sued her, and how the civilized world, in- 
fluenced by slanders and falsehood, has 

been against, her. That hostility, though 

. modified, still exists, and her redemption 
must be’ achieved by her own hands. 

. Can a divided south accomplish that glo- 
rious consummation? If a house divided 

-against itself cannot stand, how can a 
people divided against themselves ever 
conquer? The enemy is united, harmoni- 
ous, powerful and aggressive. What can 
we do divided, wrangling, weak and impas- 

_ give? Can an army be in a worse condition 

Yor victory than to turn their arms against 

themselves in the face of an advancing 

powerful foe? Yet, such is the lamentable 
condition of the south. 

Our egondition is more than that; for, 
even if united and standing as one man, 
the south would be powerless. She is too 
weak in numbers to deliver herself from 
her enemy and she must form an alliance 
offensive and defensive. But how can that 
be done if we split into factions and each 

. try to destroy the other? 

Let us, in our extremity, subdue passion 
and follow reason. We cannot afford to 
do what, of all things, our enemy desires 
us to do.. We should not—must not—divide. 

The south is lost if we do. We will be 

bound for all time in servitude to the most

Could they have foreseen that the demo- 
cratic party would have control of the ex- 
ecutive legislative departments in 1893 
for the first time in thirty-two years, who 
will say that those lifetong democrats 
would have even thought of leaving the 
party to which they had given willing alle- 
glance from their manhood? That they are 

ing for the republican party, as some 
of our injudicioug. and reckless southern 
press affirm, is slander. That the rank and 
file are earnestly seeking the same good 
that our party is working for I have no 
doubt. The difference between them and 
our party is in judgment, and not in pur- 
pose, On the tariff both agree. On the re- 
monetization of silver there is no difference 
between the populists and the great major- 
ity of southern democrats. So that, on the 
vital problem—the currency and the reve- 
nue question, or the tariff, there should be 
no division—no quarrel. 

Believing that the populists of the south 
are patriotic and are sincerely working for 
the same object that moves the democrats— 
the deliverance of the south—I beg for a 
calm and unprejudiced consideration of the 
question, through and by which political 
organization can the south secure her 
speedy and sure deliverance? Can it be 
achieved by the stronger or the ‘weaker of 
the two parties? What are their respective 
conditions? 

‘The democratic party is by far the 
Stronger of the two. It is thoroughly or- 
ganized in every county in the unton. It is 
absolutely dominant in the south. It has 
carried every southern state since recon- 
struction an as won the distinction of the 
solid south, It is and has always been the 
party of the people; the sworn foe to cen- 
tralization, monopolies and trusts, and the 
champion of states’ rights. The eastern 
wing, it is true, is the supporter of monop- 
olies and trusts and centralization, but the 
southern wing stands where it stood under 
Jackson, Polk, Pierce and Buchanan.

An Increased Currency. 


As the kind and quantity of currency are 
the issues vital.to the south, and as the 
populists and a large majority of southern 
gemocrats are in harmony on these issues, 
what sound reason can be given why they 
should nat act together?

Sues for future settlement? The ownership 
of railroads, whatever it may be hereafter, 
is not of immediate pressing necessity. 
It would not raise the price of cotton or 
wages. It would not add to the volume of 
the currency. It would increase the bonded 
debt, but that would benefit the miilionaires 
only and add to the burdens of the farmers 
and laborers by increased taxation to pay 
the interest. Is it not, therefore, wise and 
patriotic to proreese that question until 
the one terrible, crushing, killing weight 
shall be thrown off and the south be free? 

To give the ownership of railroads the 
front rank now is to imitate the example 
of the east in its constant effort to thrust 
forward the tariff question in order to 
blind us to the currency. Neither a low nor 
a high tariff can add one dollar to the vol- 
ume of money. It is only a method of 
raising revenue, or collecting Money, where- 
as the free coinage of silver supplies the 


|} means of paying that revenue and all oth- 


er debts. 

The ruling desire of every southern heart 
should be to redeem the south. To that 
end personal ambition, individual advan- 
tage and party pride shodld be sacrificed. 
In the presence Of a cause so august, prej- 
udice and passion should be rebukell and 
Silenced. It is the cause of 20,000.000 peo- 
ple now and of hundreds of mifmuions to 
come. It is the cause of a people sinking 
into pauperism in the midst of nature’s 
incalculable bounty; a people yee whom 
a conspiracy has long been ® action to 
destroy their great product in favor of 
Egypt and India. A few more years of 
prices like those of’ the last few years, 
and cotton will be a shrouded ‘‘king.’’ 

What southerner that thinks and loves 
his section is not amazed when he éontem- 
plates the dissension and strife in our 
ranks? We are like the Carthagenian and 
Roman forces at Thrasymenes, who fought 
unmindful of the earthquake that threat- 
ened their destruction. We are like infants 
at play within the closing coil of a mon- 
ster python. For thirty years it has been 
steadily contracting’ around us, while we 
have sat heedless and blind. We have 
been betraved without and duped within. 

With grim facts ‘that would convince 
doubting Tihomas; facts we see, feel, hear,

food, Wear daily on our backs, see on the

incapacity for self-advancement ‘is demon- 
strated by the whole of Africa, and the in- 
ability to be advanced is shown in Hayti, 
San Domingo and America. The obstruc- 
tion is inherent, congenital and racial. 

The political views and necessities of the 
white race are so nearly common that they 
cannot divide into two great parties. They 
will not divide so long as we are confront- 
ed by the repudlican party on existing is- 
sues.

In presenting this view I mean no refiec- 
tion on any political party. I mean only to 
state an ethnological truth based on ex- 
isting conditions in the south—a truth that 
will be apparent to every refiecting mind. 
The deduction to, be drawn therefrom is 
that the dominant political party in. the 
south must be of the white race only, and 
the necessary consequence -will be that one 
of the existing parties must absorb 
the other. It is impossible for both to 
exist long and the one that survives will 
be the party that advocates and lives up to 
the principles of true democracy.

HENRY GRADY'S OPINION 


Regarding Qualifications of Commis- 
sioner of Public Works. 


HOW TO ECONOMIZE THE PEOPLE'S TAXES 


How to Systemize the Public Works. 
Humanity in the City Stockade. 


—————— 


Some seven years ago the lamented Hon. 
Henry W. Grady urged the election of 
Major W. H, Smythe as commissioner of 
public works on the ground that a trained 
civil engineer should fill the position. In 
this, as in other matters, our 1 goosr 
‘rady was right, as appears by the con- 
on action of all the leading cities in the 
United States, while in European cities it 
is a qualification necessary to the office. 
These facts should be sufficient reasons to 
any logical mind that you should cast 
your vote for a civil engineer for your 
commissioner of public works and all argu- 
ment to the contrary is weak and devoid of 
analysis. 

Should you elect me your commissioner of 
public works I will endeavor to make the 
following needed reforms: 

First, divide the work of street repairs 
into sections and appoint one good man 
to each settion with instructions to remove 
from same all weeds and grass, which now 
render so many of our streets most un- 
sightly, and keep the roadways in smooth 
repair, free from holes and gullies. This 
is the system adopted by all railways and 
on the public highways of Europe, so just- 
ly noted for their excellence. By this 
method your graded streets would be kept 
in satisfactory condition and at less expense 
than by the present system of grading a 
street at heavy expense and then leaving 
it without repairs for a year or more, 
and then returning to find work to De.done 
involving greater expense than the original 
cost of grading the street. 

“A stitch in time saves nine.”’ This sys- 
tem weuld give empleyment to a worthy 
class of laboring men who rightly have 
too much self-respect to work in a gang. 

Second, To advocate that a grading gang 
be properly organized for each ward of the 
city to do grading only in its respective 
ward unless for reasons of greater émer- 
gency. 

Third, to organize and conduct the city 
stockade on the principles of humanity, 
and give the matter such personal attention 
that no poor wretch shall die while on the 
city works, as happened in the sad case of 

oor McAllister, eneral Joe Johnston’s 
amous scout in the retreat from Dalton 
to Atlanta, and again, latterly, the unfor- 
tunate Robinson. 

Fourth, to give an honest and economi- 
cal administration of the affairs of the of- 
fice, which, by experience, I am thoroughly 
qualified to fill.

Late Saturday, afternoon Jim Fuller, the 
young man who disappeared so mysterious- 
ly Thursday night and whose continued ab- 
sence caused so much alarm at the Oriole 
hotel, where he was employed, was found 
by Detectives Ivy and Bedford in a little 
room on Whitehall street.

In the afternoon Detectives Ivy and Bed- 
ford got on to a clue which led them to a 
house on Whitehall street.

He was startled to know that hig 
disappearance had caused excitement, and 
said that he would go at once to the hotel. 

“I was walking here on Whitehall street 
the other night,”’ he said, “and all of a 
sudden 1 felt sick and care up here to this 
room. I was worse in the morning and 
didn’t feel like moving about, so I just 
stayed. This morning I dhén't feel much 
better and I thought that I had better stay 
here and rest up.” 

The mystery was solved and Fuller went 
on duty again last night.
